— The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended August 19, 1905, correspond to an annual rate of 15.1 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,749,917. The lowest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Aberdeen, viz, 10.9, and the highest 
in Paisley, viz, 25.6 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths 
registered from all causes was 505, including measles 8, scarlet fever 1, 
and 16 from whooping cough. 

Jamaica— Port Antonio. — Two weeks ended August 19 and Sep 
tember 2, 1905. Estimated population not reported. No deaths and 
no contagious diseases reported. The health of the port is good.

Two weeks ended August 25, 1905. Estimated population, 12,019. 
Total number of deaths, 9, including 1 from tuberculosis.
